the  Undoubted  Heir  to  thefe  Reahns  in  Lineal  Succeffion  {tomEgl?er^^ 
the  Firft  Ible  Monarch  of  thr? Kingdom:  Since  whom  no  one  even 
Ufurper  ever  deigif  d  to  derive  his  Right  primarily  ironx  Vox  Populu 
Sometimes  indeed  it  has  been  made  Ule  of  to  confirm  a  Dubious  Ti- 
tle i  but  moft  frequently  to  luppoit  a  Bad. one.  Nor  is  it  iaits  own 
Nature  capable  of  giving  a  Title,  but  in  a  Kingdom  fundamentally 
Eleftivc,  which  but  to  thick  of  here  is  a  total  Subverfion  of  theCon- 
ftitution.  For  how  can  any  one  go  about  to  liie  lor  the  Approbation 
of  the  People  in  this  Kingdom  without  fome  colourable  Pretence  of  a 
preceeding^  Right  ?  And  certain  I  am,  never  was  any  one  call'd  from 
Plough  to  be  Didator  in  ^^igl^jcL  Yet  you  willalloW  Her  Majefty 
no  other  Right  than  this  Approbation  of  the  People,  which  no  Ty- 
rant ever  wanted,,  and  was  always  an  Appendix  of  the  Power,  not 
Right  to  the  Crown.  If  in  us  to  talk  o^  Hereditary  Right^  be  to  tell 
Her  Majefty  ilie  has  no  more  Right  to  the  Grown  than  my  L— .7 
M— r's  Great  Horj'e  •,  what  better  is  it  in  you  to  admit'  of'  no  other 
Title  but  your  Approbation,  than  to  tell  her  flie.has  no  more  Right 
to  the  Crown  than  Oliver  Crormvel  had.  And  1  'hope  there's,  none  lett 
amongft  us,  who  would  give  the  Caufe  in  Favour  of  Oliver  Cromwel 
even  againft  the  Gr^^/ flojy^.  - 

C  Gentlemen,  The  Difpute  1  ice  you  To  hotly  engag'd  in,  tho'  it 
does  net  come  under  my  Cognizance,'  who  ahvays  relblv'd  to  avoid 
^o  odious  an  F.mployment,  as  intermedling  with  State  Affairs :  Yet 
as  1  am  a  Free-born  Subject  of  Efjgland^znd  therefore  nearly  concerned

•  Fire  and  Water  will  fooner  agree  together,  than  an  iibfblute  Paffive 
Obedience  arid  Non-rcfidance  to  the  Supreme  Powers  with  tlic  Law--^ 
fulnefs  of  the  late  Revolution  v  and  yet  thefe  are  Two  of  your  Cardi-- 
nal  Prineiples.  No  one  of  you  ever  yet  denied  K.  jf.  to  have  been, 
your  lawful  Sovereign.  To  refill:  him,  call  in  a  Foreign  Aid,  dcpofe' 
Linij  abjure  hini;  and  flill  moil:  Iblemnly  profefs  Paffive  Obedience' 
aud  Non-Refiilauce  to  Lawful  Majefty,   is  fuch  an    irrecoFidkable 
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Contradiction  in  Principle  and  Puadicc,  as  can  nowhere  be  parallel'dJ- 
To  make  the  mort  Sacred  AiTcvcrations  oi' honouring  tlic  Memory  of 
the  late  K.  IV,  and  at  the  fame  Time  maintain  Paflivc  Obedience,  is 
^jelieving  you  can  impole  upon  all  Mankind  with  a  Piece  of  fuch 
Threadbare  hnpudencc,  as  none  but  your  lelves  could  be  guilty  of. 
No,  no,  let  but  your  Principles  have  their  right  Courfc,  and  fee  how 
naturally  the  Revolution  will  prove  an  horrid  damnable  Ivcbellion  ;

H.F,  Soft,  Sir;  you  (hall  fee  wecan  (lick  toourPrinciplcSjandyet 
lave  K.  W.  and  the  Revolution  from  this  black  Imputation  you  have 
cafl:  upon 'em  both.  K.  W.  fiifficiently  vindicates  himfelfin  his' De- 
claration, wtee  he  difclaims  all  manner  of  ReMance  :  He  only  came 
to  lee  Things  fet  in  a  clear  Light  before  a  Free  Parliament^  and  efpe- 
cially  the  Affair  of  the  New-born  P.  of  W.  left  by  indirect  Means 
any  Prejudice  fliould  come  to  the  Right  of  his  "Wife.  And  then  as 
to  us,  did  not  ]^.  J.  by  leaving  the  Kingdom  very  fairly  Abdicate^ 
and  fo  leave  the  Nation  at  Liberty  to  chufe  them  another  King-,  which 
I  think  with  a  great  deal  of  Prudence  and  J-^iftice  they  did,  Andwhere's 
Reiiftance  in  all  this  ?  - 

.  C.  Oh  fie !  The  very  Repeating  fiich  Stuff  as  this  may  ferve  for  a 
fiiU  Refutation.  What  then  ?  The  Fourteen  Thoufand  Men,  which 
King  Willia?n  brought  over  with  him,  regularly  difciplin'd,  and  pro- 
vided with  all  Military  Neceffaries,  were  byway  of  Retinue  to  grace 
his  Vifit,  and  fhew  the  profound  Refped  he  had  for  his  Father,  and 
particular  Satisfadion  for  his  happy  Acceffion  to  the  Throne,  upon 
which  he  came  to  congratulate  him  with  fo  Numerous  and  Magnifi- 
cent an  Equipage.  A  very  dutiful  Son  indeed !  But  pray  in  what  Hi- 
ftory  do  we  find,  that  a  King's  flying  from  a  Foreign  Enemy,  whoin 
he  was  noways  able  to  refill:,  and  an  iiirag'd  People  for  fear  of  his  Life, 
of  which  he  had  fb  late  an  Inftance  in  his  own  Father,  was  ever  yet 
Termed  an  Abdication  ?  I  am  flire  K.  Edward  IV.  when  he  fled  the 
Kingdom,  which  he  could  hold  no  longer  againft  the  Earl  d^Warwick 
in  behalf  of  fl'^wryVL  did  not  think  his  Right  of  coming  agaiujwhen 
Opportunity  offer'd,  in  the  leaft  prejudiced  by  his  Flight.  Nor  Aid 
any  one  Body  think  he  had  abdicated,  Conlider  the  Cafe,  and  you'll 
find  it  in  every  material  Circumftance  parallel. 

But  now  to  preach  up  an  inbere?2t  divine  Hereditary  Right^  and  at 
the  fame  time  Iwsar  Allegiance  to  her  Majefty,  fubfcribe  to  the  Settle- 
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mcnt  of  the  Sncceffion  of  the  tiouib  of  Hamiover^  and  theteby  exclude 
{q  many  Hereditary  Claimants  to  the  Crown  ;  wiiat  is  it  but  fiich  a 
grols  Swearing  and  Forfvvearing  as  no  Jefuitical  Equivocation  can  e- 
ver  folve  >

C\  Alas  1  that  poor  Invention  was  never  deiign'd  for  anj^'firthec 
Ufe  than  to  lerve  a  Turn  ^  which  it  did  to  Admiration.  And  from 
the  good  Succels  thereof,  1  fappoie,  you  think  to  impole  upon  us 
your  modern  Sophiftry,  more  Ridiculous,  ifpollibie,  than  that.  Our 
Parliament  had  been  finely  implo^'d  to  exclude  a  Tyler's  Son  from 
the  Imperial  •  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  Methinks  it  had  been  much 
fliorter  Work  to  have  proved,  or  at  leaft  declar'd  him  fuch,  and 
then  he'd  have  ftood  excluded  of  Cqurfe.  But  this  given  and  not 
granted.  What  Way  have  you  to  reconcile  Hereditary  Right  with 
cxchiding  lb  many  intermediate  Heirs  between  the  Queen  and  the 
Houfe  of  Hannover^ 

H.F.h  very  ealy  one.  For  tho'  we  allow  no  Bounds  or  Limits 
to  the  Obediojce  and  Non-Re/ifta7ice  we  owe  our  Sovereign ;  yet  is  not 
cur  Opinion  tlie  fame  oi  Hereditary  Right.  We  believe  indeed  and 
maintain  the  Confiitution  of  this  Kingdom  to  be  a  (limited,  not 
ablblute)  Monarchy,  delcehdiiig  upon  tlic  PoiTeffor  by  Hereditary 
Right  ^  •which  notwithflanding  we  fiy  may  be  alienated  and  tranl^ 
ferr'd  by  the  whole  Legiflative  Power  out  of  one  Family  into  ancH 
rhcr,  upon  urgent  Occafions,  fuch  as  preventing  Popery  and  Slavery 
hy  excluding  a  Popifh  SiKceffor.  And  this  is  no  Violation,  but  only 
a  Limitation  of  Hereditary  Right. 

C  Thus  you  think  the  Storm  is  blov/n  over.  But-I'm  afraid  you'll 
find  that  your  Contradictions,  Hydra-YikQ^  by  endeavouring  to  cut 
off  the  Head  of  one,  do  but  Multiply  the  failer.  You  havt  been  fb 
free  as  to  grant  mean  uydimitedNon-Refifiance^  which  you  own  to  be^ 
not  only  v/anantable,  but  even  commanded  ; by  the  Scriptures,  I 
can't  therefore  in -gratitude  but* allow  your  fl(?>'^^//'/<^?;/  ^^ght^  limited 
and  relhain'd  as  you  defire.  As  for  xhtRevolutiQ?;  you  never  remem- 
ber ,it^  but  with  a  grateful  Acknowledgement  of  God's  particufar  Fa- 
vour in  crowning  it  with  Succef , "  Now  then,  unlefs  thefe  Tliree,  x 
limited  Hereditary  Right ^  z\i  unlimited  Nm-Refijlance^  and  the  bleffed 
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■Revohmn  be  brought  into  pcifed  Rirmoiiy  -,  what  is  yoiir  Dodrinc 
but  a  moll:  dilTonant  Jaiiglc  ?  A 

Non  bene  jioiSiarum  difcordia  femina  rerum? 

Let  lis^ee  ti-i€n  how  exadly.  they  agree.  Noti-Rejifiafice  is  the  Pre- 
cept of  God:  Refiftarice  upon  whatever  Account,  a  Work  of  the 
Devil  :  The  Revolution  never  was  nor -could  have  been  brought  about 
but  by  Refiflance  ;  What  then  follows  but  thar  'till  Heaven  and  Hell, 
God  and  the  Devil  be  united,  the  Revolutidn  and  Non-Rejijlance  will 
never  join  Hands  together.  The  Hereditary  Right^  which  jou  allow 
of,  you  lay  is  not  unlimited^  but  alienable  by  the  Legi/laiive  Foiver^zs 
it  is  actually  alienated  and  transferr^l  into  the  Houie  of  Ha?2nover^ 
but  this  Tranjlation  did  iroftindifpeniably  depend  upon  the  Revolu- 
tion •,  that,  as  before,  upon  Refiflance^  that  is  to  lay  upon  Rebellion 
;and  Ufnrpation. 

For  now  to  fhew  how  fond  and  frivolous  an  Eva/ion  the  limiting 
of  Hereditary  Rjgfjt  is  to  yoii  who  fo  obftinately  patronize  Non-Refi" 
fiance^  do  but  conlider  -,  that  this  Li}?ji tati on  ^nd  Alienation  muil  be 
an  Ad  of  no  •  lefs  than  the  wMe  Legiflative  Power  confifting  in  this 
Kingdom  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  as  Body,  and  King  or  Qi.icen 
as  Head  thereof.  Whence-  as  a  Humane  Body  is  uncapable  of  any 
Vital  A6t  without  the  Head  ^  lb  are  the  Lords  and  Commons  unca- 
pable of  any  Legiflative  Aft  without  the  Concurrence  of  King  or 
Qiieen  their  Head.  And  as  in  Defeft  of  the  Natural  Head  of  a  Hu- 
ma;ie  Body,  to  fubftitute  an  artificial  one  of  Wood  or  Stone,  would 
never  reftore  the  Body  to  the  Exercife  of  its  Vital  Faculties  5  {o  nei- 
ther in  Defeft  of  the  Natural,  that  is  lawful  Head  of  the  State,  to 
iet  up  an  Artificial,  that  is  unlawfulone,  can  eva:  reftore  the  Body 
Politick  to  the  Exercife  of  its  Legiflative  Fower.  For  this  Reafbn  all 
theAfts  of  Parliament  during  the  Reigns  of  theThree  Hemys^wt  more 
efpecially  thole  in  Prejudice  of  the  Houfe.  of  2/?ry^,  were  accounted 
void  and  null  in  the  Reign  of  Edward  the  IV.  Now  if  your  Doft- 
rine  c{ Non-Refiflance  be  lb  facred  and  inviolabe  as  you  lay  it  is,  thai 
was  K.  J.  moil:  unjuftly  dcpcs'd,  and  thereby  the  State  left  Ti-Head- 
lefS  Trunk ^  2i  Breathlefl  Cajxafl  ■^■\fi\iQ\\  not  xh^  kind  Inliuence  ol'the 
P.  of  0.  or  even  her  prelent  Majcfty  can  ever  enliven  or  render  capa- 
ble of  any  Legiflative  AU  whatever,  much  lefs  th^t  of  limiting  Here- 
ditary

ient  Uflirpationjand  ;for  the  future  a  Continuation  of  old  with  an  Ad- 
dition of  new  Injuftices  to  the  only  lawful  Heirs  of  the  Crown.  And 
when  you  and  your  Party  don't  flick  to  advance,  this  ieditious  Dod- 
.  rine  in  the  very  Face  of  yovx  Sovereign,  who  may  not  juftly  charge 
you  with  Difloyalty  to  the  Qtieen  and  Government  ? 

Now  Mr.  L.  C.  FU  proceed  to  the  fecond  Part  of  my  Saitence,  and 
endeavour  to  (hew  that  you  and  your  Principles  are  not  lefs  coherent 
with,  but  iar  more  pernicious  to,  not  only  to  the  prdent,  but  all 
Civil  Gova-nment  whatevo",  than  thole  of  the  H,  C.  already  exa- 
min'd. 

L.  C.  How  you'll  make  that  out  I  can't  comprehend.  For  feeing 
we  and  our  Principles  are  as  diredly  oppo/ite  as  White  and  Blacky 
whatever  fcrves  to  vilify  one  Side  muft  undoubtedly  -verify  the  o- 
ther. 

C.  Far  from  it.      For  you  and  your  Principles  do  mofr  rarely

and  unlels  you  behave  your  felf  accordingly,    mull:  expecl  to  be  of 
our  pulling  down.    Been't  puff 't^  up  with  the  Vanity  of  a  Crown 
and  Scepter  :  They  are  but  glittering  Toys,   meer  childifh  Baiibles. 
As  for  Majefty,    that's  an  oblolete  Thing,    an  empty  Sound.      The 
Siibftanee  that  is  the  Power   is  wholly  and  folely  m  us.

'Tis  in  Vindication  of  Ju- 
ftice  that  we  Rejift.  W  hen  the  due  Order  thereof  is  perverted :  when 
juries  are  pack'd  :  Men  of  feer'd  Confciences  made  Judges  of  the  hi- 
nocent :  Then  may  we  lawfully  and.  laudably  Refift,  nor  Juftice  but 
the  Abufe  of  Jlillice.  When  Sic  volo-^  fojnbeo  is  our  Sovereign's  only 
Rule  :  When  the  Fundamental  Conilirution  is  in  Danger  of  being 
iiibverted  :  When  Popery,  that  is  Supcrftition  and  Idolatry,  is  pre- 
ferr'd  before  the  true  Spirit  of  the  Goipel :  Then  and  only  then  may 
we  reliftj  not  Majefty  hut  Tyranny  andOppreflion,  not  the  Govern-

Now  is  iir  not  beyond  a  Contradidion,  that  in  this  Senfe  the  Gover- 
noiir  maybe  refifted  and  not  the  Government  ?  For  that  a  Prince  may 
fbmetimes  exceed  the  Bounds  of  Sovereignty,  and  not  only  not  ob- 
ierve  but  endeavour  to  fubvcrt  the  Laws  and  Confritution  of  his  King- 
dom, fatal  Experience  has  too  often  taught  us  5  *  and  that  in  fnch  a 
Cafe  we  not  only  may  but  mull:  refift  our  Prince  iii  Defence  of  the 
Government,  and  reduce  hira  to  the  Obiervance  thereof;  or  if  tliat. 
be  impradicable,  depofe  him  and  fubftitute  another,  oi'  whofe  good 
Behaviour  we  may  be  more  fecure,  Reafbn  didates,  and  feveral  Pre- 
cedents fi:om  our  own  Hiflory  do  fufficiently  warrant.  King  Echard

1  C.  You  might  have  added  a  third  inftancc,  more  pregnant  thanei- 
■  ther  of  thefe  in  King  Charles  l^  who  likewife  for  Male-Adminiftrati- 
on  and  Breach  of  Fundamental  Lav/s  and  Conftitution,  was  not  only 
dejDos'd  but  condemned  and  murdered.  But  if  this  be  the  true  Expli- 
cation of  your  Diftinction  between  Governour  and  Government,  to 
.\vhat  Piirpofe  is  it  madeufe  of  iji  the^Difpute  of  Refiftance  andNon- 
Rcfiftanee?  Well  fuppole  all  you  fay  is  Orthodox,  that  the  King  is 
accountable  to  his  People  or  their  Reprelentatives  the  Parliament  ;, 
contrary  to  that  received  Principle,  That  theKi)ig  is  anfvcer able  for  his 
A8io7js  to  God  alofie  :Wq'\{  grant  that  King  Edward  and  Richard  IL 
were  lawfully  deposMbythe  Parliament,  nay  and  that  YJing  Charles 
I.  was  juftlyput  to  Death  as  a  Traitor  to  his  Country.  What  will 
ycu  infer  from  all  this?  If  the  King  be  accountable  to  the  Parliament 
or  Government,  which  of  the  Two  is  the  Supreme  Power?  To  lay 
the  King,  is  moft  prepoftcrcus  •,  and  to  lay  tlv:!  ParKamcnr,'  is  to  fiy 
nothing  to  the  prclen.t.Dilputc.  Who  evxr  contended  lor  Kon-Re/i- 
ftdnce  in  a  Supcriour  to  his  Infcriour  ?  AVho  ever  allcdgVi  St.  Vmil^ 
commanding  every  So.nl  to  hefnhjeSl  a?id  obedient  to  the  fnpremePowers^ 
to  prove  that  the  Supreme  Power  might  not  rclift  and  depofe  its  mfe- 
riour  Officers  or  Governours?  Who  ever  doubted  but  that  the  Senate 
(Df7''<?wc'^..  might  call  to  account  .and  difpIace.theDoge'forMi-fiiiOBagc-  - 


ment^ 
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mciit,  or  the  Srates  of  Holland  thtw  Stadtholdcr  >  Who  ever  deny'd 
that  a  King  cr  .Qiiccji  might  tiu-n  out  their  jTibordinate  Minifters, 
f.ich  as  SecL-etarics  of  State,  Treafiirers  or  the  like,  without  violating 
that  Sactcd  and  Inviclable  Dc^v'mc  of  Non-Re/ijhnceJ  And  if  the 
Government  be  as  you  fayjSiipericr  to  the  Goyernour,  what  is  it  to 
cur  Purpoie,  to  iay  the  Govcrnour  may  be  reiifled  by  the  Govern- 
ment >  What  ridiculous  Trifling  is  it.  in  you  to,  explode  and  con- 
demn Pqffive  Obedieme  and  Non-Uefifiance  to  the  Supreme  Power  (for 
that  is  the  real  Difpute,  no  one  limits  it  only  to  a  Kingly  Govern* 
ment)  becaufc  you  think  you  can  fliew  a  Power  i^uperior  to  the  King,

W  From  what  has  been  laid  on  both  fides,  may  be  made  this  fliort 
Oblcrvation.  The  H.  C.  Preach  up  an  unlimited  Non-Re/ijimKe.^  but 
B.e0  when  they  pleale.  The  L.  C.  allow  of  an  almoft  Mnli?7/ited  Re- 
/^^^w^,  but  Hang,  Draw  and  Qiiarter  for  Re0i?ig.  That  is,  with 
the  H.  C.  to  Re/ift  in  any  but  themfelves  is  damnable  and  diabolical. 
With  the  L,  C.  to  Re/iji  any  Suj)eribr  Power  but  theirs,:  is  Meritori- 
cus  and  Praife- Worthy.  This  is  a  very  Ihort,  and  indeed  the  only 
Anfwer  1  can  find  to  all  the  Abliirdities  and  Contradi6lions,  I  have

L*  C.  And  this  is  to  your  final  Determination  of  the  Controverfy. 
Indeed  I  muft  confefs  you  have  been,  as  you  promis'd,  very  impar- 
tial in  your  judgment.  There  is  little  Sufpiciea  of  Bribery  from  ei- 
ther iide.  You  have  been  very  plain  with  us  both.  But  what  muil 
we  do  then  >-  Neither  Refifl:  nor  Obey?  What  Medium  can  you  give 
us  ?

Nor  do  1  think  my  felf  obliged  to  pals  any  judgment  upon  it,in  ordep 
to  prove  what  ar firft  1  iindertock,  that  yoa  as  well  as  the  Tories 
were  guilty  of  moft  iiteconcileable  Contradictions  in  Principle  and 
Practice,  But  by  the  by,  1  think  the  Revolution  is  in  |a  vctj^  mife-. 
table  Condition,  if  its  only  Support  isRe/iftance.  When  we  are  rc«< 
duce-i  to  that  Extremity,  as  to  have  no  better  Warrant  for  depoiing 
the  Son,  tlian  Beheading  the  Father,  I'm  afraid  the  Difference  be- 
tween Death  and  Exile  will  prove  but  a  very  Trivial  E_xcufe.  If  the-

the  Change  very  little  for  the  better.  We  were  then  running  Head- 
long into  Popery  and  Slavery  •,  we  were  at  the  Biink  of  being  op- 
prels'dby  an  Arbitrary  and  Tyrannical  Power  5  our  Laws  and  Con- 
ftitution 
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-ftitntion  vioiated:Biit  how  is  all  this  remedied  hy  the  •R^W«//o;;>AIasl 
.IiKiJimiis  in  Scyllam  has  been  our  FortLine,  We  have  fallen  from  on6 
Extreme  to  anotl:ta*  far  more  dangerous,  if  poffible.  To  prefer ve  our 
Laws  and  Conftitution  inviolable,  we  have  totally  Hibvcrted  them. 
King  ^/««/fx  only  went  ^bout  to  alter  them  from  what  they  then 
were,  to  what  they  had  been  before  fa- above  700  Years  together, 
iion\'tghert  to  Edward  VI.  To  prevent this,we  have  Changed  them 
to  what  they  never  v/ere  lince  the  Creationof  the  World.  Thatwc 
might  the  more  effedually  exclude  Popery,-  we  retain  or  farther  in- 
troduce tlic  vay  worft  of  Its  Principles,  tawit,  that  damnable  Jefiii* 
tical  ]C5o6hirie  of. Killing  and  Depohng  Kings,  with  this  Difference^ 
that  the  Papirfs  place  the  Power  of  depoiiag  Kings  only  in  the  Pope, 
whom  they  look  upon  p  be  their  Superiour :  But  we  mod  propolte- 
roully  allow  it  to  the  meaneft  and  bafelt  of  his  Vaffals  aixl  Subjeds. 
In  fine,  we  have  puU'd  dbv:n  the  T3rracnical  Power  of  a  Monarchy 
no  let  up  the  Babylonifli  Confufion  cf.  an  Anarchy.  A  Bleffed 
Change!  .         :

long  Train  of  direful  Effects,  which,  but  to  have  thought  o^^  would 
be  ail  Impiety.  -  ::/; 
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
